Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 

cited on attached form PTO-892 is the most relevant prior art known, however, the 
invention of claims 1-18 distinguishes over the prior art of record for the following 
reasons. 

Regarding claim 1 ; the claim is allowable over the prior art of record because 
none of the references either alone or in combination disclose or render obvious an 
optical fiber having a multimode core comprising a first homogenous zone and a second 
zone having a refractive index less than that of the first zone and being peripherally 
arranged with respect to the first zone so that the interface of the zones define a star 
shape such that the multimode transmission characteristics of the fiber are equivalent to 
those of a graded-index fiber. U.S. PG-Pub No. 2003/01 74984 A1 to Chiang et al. 
teaches an optical fiber having a core surrounded by an annular cladding region which 
varies in refractive index in an azimuthal direction. The core along with a first group of 
segments in the cladding region and the second group of segments in the cladding 
region form two zones in which the interface defines a star shape, but the core itself 
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does not comprise two zones and further only allows for single mode transmission 
instead of multimode. Claims 2-18 depend from claim 1 .
